Visitors are welcome at the greenhouse at any 
time. Hours are from 8:00 A.M. until 5:00 P.M. Mon- 
day through Saturday and by appointment only on 
Sunday. The greenhouse is situated on Front Street 
in Monroe, between Jerome Street and the railroad. 
A short road leads to the right off East Front Street. 


The greenhouse may be seen from the road. 


I recommend that anyone interested in growing 
orchids visit the greenhouse if possible. Much more 
information may be gotten from such a visit than 


from reading articles in magazines. 


The booklet on culture which I publish is as 
complete as practical but there are several excellent 
books on orchid culture available at your bookstore 


or library. 


Plants are properly planted and shipped in their 
pots, unless I am requested to remove the plant from 
the pot. Normally they will not need repotting for 
six months to two years, depending on the size of the 


plant. 


I ship all year round, and recommend Railway 
Express delivery. If plants are damaged when received, 
a claim should be filed immediately with the Railway 
Express Agency. All shipments are f.0.b. Monroe.

A fall blooming lavender with excellent 


dark lip. 


Nazarene enanar dare eR Owe peta 
Fairly dark sepals and petals with very 
colorful lip make this a fine holiday time 


bloom. 


Wilson 
A very good holiday hybrid with light 
sepals and petals and good dark lip. 


C Belle Jones X C trianae alba . ; 
A good shell pink with dark lip. Blooms 
usually at holiday time. 


Bc Grace Weston ror ae: 
An excellent Brasso, light color and good 


frilled lip. Fall.

BLOOMING SIZE CATTLEYA SPECIES 


Cattleya®.mossiae: pen afew ot seen ee el. te a 750 
A near Easter flowering species that is very popular. A rose color, 
crisped petals, center purple, variegated with violet, throat yellow 


lined with purple crimson. 


Cattleya schroederae, 5’ pot. . . . . . . =. =. +. 7.50 
A near Easter or late winter blooming species of very light variable 
color. The purple lip is very ruffled and the bloom is extremely 


fragrant. 


Cattleyamtrianaessa.e@.am ee ee ee. 38.50 
December through February is the flowering period of this very 
popular species. Color rose to white with yellow in throat, often 


streaked with a deeper color. The lip is purple. Very free flowering. 


Cattleya labiata . . . ee ae hs ye oe et ee) O00 
Considered by some the finest of the species. Flowers are large, 
being about 6” across, rose-lilac color with violet purple on lip and 


two yellow eyes in throat. Fall blooming. 


Cattleya percivalliana (The Christmas Orchid) SO aS) ThE 
Blooming mainly in December and January, this is a good plant 
for beginners. Orchid colored sepals and petals with a dark purple 


lip with some bronze coloring. 


WINDOW GARDEN ORCHIDS 


All of the following plants are easy to grow with other house plants 
or alone. All are blooming size. 


Cypripedium insigne var. Harefield Hall . . . . . . 7.95 
One of the best of the insigne varieties. Flowers are large, dorsal 
sepal large bright green with brown spots, edged with white. Late 
fall is the blooming time. 


Cypripedium fairieanum . . . . . . fe O:50 
One of the most attractive of the species. vaya are about 3” 
across, light green in color striated with violet; the lip is a little 
shorter than the sepals, white at the base, green at apex. Late fall 
and winter is the blooming time. 


Cypripedium hirsutissimum . . . . . . . . . . 7.95 
An unusual color in an orchid specie. Flowers are purple margined 
with green and a dull green and brown pouch lip. Spring is the 
blooming time. 


Dendrobium formosum ..._.. : t gee 550 
Reedlike pseudobulbs are about 12” mall rh ete: leaves about 
3” long. Flowers are in groups of three or five and are 3” to 4” 
across. They are white except for a yellow blotch on the lip. Very 
fragrant. Fall is the blooming time. 


Dendrobium nobile OF ee kta ic Jet O95 
One of the most valuable members BE ae janie: This specie has 
erect, nearly round pseudobulbs, about 2’ tall. Flowers are in 
groups of two or three and are 212” to 3” across; sepals and petals 
are white at base with amethyst tips. The lip has a broad blade 
with a large maroon spot in the center. Early summer is the bloom- 


ing time. 


Dendrobium Wardianum . . 3 ote Ae 
Reedlike pseudobulbs are ahets vy in eens iy: waxy white 
sepals and petals are tipped with amethyst while the lip has an 
ochre yellow disc and two dark basal blotches. Winter and spring 
is the blooming time. 


Epidendrum atropurpureum var. randii . . . . . . 7.95 
This remarkable specie has distinctly different colored flowers that 
are very fragrant and long lasting. The sepals and petals are choco- 
late brown edged with delicate green. The lip is rose colored. There 
are many flowers on each spike. Spring is the blooming time. 


Epidendrum vitellinum ioe ieee.) 2/295 
An easily grown, most unusual lotsa oles ai Be popularity. 
The plant is somewhat dwarf in stature, has heavy textured leaves 
and flowers. In June and July the beautiful orange red flowers 
appear and remain for several weeks if the plant is kept cool and 
dry. 


Odontoglossum grande . . a s.95 
Pseudobulbs 3” to 4” high, es 9” to 14” tall, dull green thick 
texture; scapes 4 to 7 flowered, about 12” high. Flowers are large 
and very showy. Sepals bright yellow, heavily barred with chest- 
nut brown, lip short, nearly round, white or pale yellow, sparsely 
blotched with red brown. Flowers in fall. 


Odontoglossum schliperianum . . wee, 0.50 
Large, many flowers of yellow barred aan sepla. Mo lconeh in late 
summer. 


Oncidium cavendishanum . . . bess aes 95 
Fragrant yellow blooms sometimes ore aa, red, with many 
on a spike, distinguish this almost pseudobulbless SHAE It is easy 
to grow, requires almost constant moisture. Spring. 


Sobralia Xantholeuca . . hops sth bs) 
A truly beautiful yellow dene distinguishes this ene It flowers 
in midsummer and the flowering period is long. The stems are 
reedlike and quite tall in mature plants with broad plaited leaves 
of deep green. Even when not in bloom this is a handsome plant. 
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When ordering seedlings, please make a second choice so that lengthy cor- 
respondence may be avoided, in the event the seedling you want is no 
longer available. 


E-10 kc Queen Mary XC Harry Gray . .. . 22. 3.00 
This should be a large, dark, early winter 
bloomer. Bred to get a good sized Harry 
Gray which is a dark fall bloomer. Queen 
Mary was dark and very large. Expect a 
deep rose bloom. 


E-13. C Harry Gray X Lc Barbarossa . . 7 3.00 
This is a cross for size and substance. Both 
parents were dark with C Harry Gray dis- 
playing a certain bronze influence from its 
dowiana background. Le Barbarossa was 
exceptionally good sized. 


E-14  C Richmond alba XC Prince John . . . 242" 3.00 
A very fine Prince John was used for this 3h 5.50 
cross. It was a sulphur yellow, having leath- 
ery texture. There will be a range of color 
from lemon white, yellow to pink from this 


cross. 
E-16 Ctrianae X C Clotho . . . 24 1.75 
C Clotho had very good shape etl texture: 212" 2.50 


pink rose in color. The C trianae was dark 
and free flowering. Fall and winter. 


E-19 CEnid XCHarry Gray. . . Ze 2.50 
Bronze to orchid will be the Beenlt af nee 
cross. Variable blooming time.

The Le Joan Madison used here was a rite 
very dark flower and bloomed several times 
a year. A good Enid is an asset in any cross.

C Trimos X Ble Malvern 

The C Trimos used was a very Hehe aren 
color, quite large and well shaped. The Ble. 
Malvern was one of the finest yellow orchids 
I have ever seen. Very large, extra heavy 
texture, and deep golden yellow. I expect 
some fine yellow and bronzes from this 
cross. Winter and spring. 


C Triumph X Bc Hartland . : 

Both parents were bold flowers. ihe. Be 
Hartland is one of the finest Brassos grown. 
Should be very dark. Winter and spring. 


C Mossiae X Le Ludgate : : 
A good mossiae crossed with a very fee 
Le Ludgate should produce an Easter 
blooming flower of fine quality. Spring. 
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Bc Gordon W. Dillon 

(C Gigas var Sanderiana X Be Tee 
This cross should produce a fine Brasso. 
Both plants were fine flowers. Winter and 
spring.

An 8” November bloom 
from the dark and breath-takingly beautiful 
unnamed Pamela X Gatton Ruby hybrid 
provided the pollen. Should produce out- 
standingly large, dark winter blooms. 


C Fabia X Le Elissa X Le Valencia C Fabia 
seed parent was a medium mauve : 
6%” bloom with a lovely frilled crimson lip, 
veined with golden yellow. Vigorous grower 
and profuse bloomer, averaging five large 
blooms to the spike. Autumn. Pollen parent 
Le Elissa X Le Valencia was a huge 8” dark 
mauve bloom with intense purple lip and 
yellow throat. 
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C Trianae X C Remy Chollet . 

The trianae seed parent was a husky, com- 
pact 7” bloom with blush colored sepals and 
petals and deep purple lip with bright yellow 
zone in throat. December. Remy Chollet, 
having repeatedly proved its prowess as a 
stud plant, should again demonstrate the 
fine qualities of this pollen bloom 8” breadth, 
dark, well-held petals and sepals with vivid 
deep purple, frilled lip, bordered in pale lav- 
ender. Extra heavy texture. 


C Triumph X Le Jacquinetta Yiaie 2. 
Both parents of excellent dark quality 
should produce dark blooms. Winter. 


C Nutley albs X Le Tirlemont . ee 
Both blooms were large, showy, pure white 
with lovely ruffled purple and gold lip and 
throats. Spring. 


C Belgica var. Robert Doig X Le Hertha 

var American Beauty vars 

Both of these parents were outstanding, 
huge show-type blooms. C Belgica var Rob- 
ert Doig was a medium dark bloom with 
immense velvety purple lip. Winter. Hertha, 
a rich, rose-colored bloom with crimson lip.

This cross should produce very large, dark 
blooms of exceedingly high quality.

These are two really outstanding parents.

It can be depended 
upon to bloom prolifically, grand, big, crisp 
blooms of gleaming white with vividly 
colored lips.

This combination of excellent parents should 
produce large, dark blooms in the spring. 


C Belgica var. Robert Doig X Bc Hartland 
Both parents were outstanding show-type 
blooms, very dark, with good lips. Winter. 


Lc Ludgate X Lc Princess Margaret . 
Top quality, richly dark blooms for winter 
will be the result of this cross. 


Lc Princess Margaret X Ble Dawn Angela 
A pure white with colored lip for winter. 


Lc Ida S Myers 

A cross of Le Windenee, AM ar an extra 
fine, dark C Enid made this recently reg- 
istered hybrid. All of the first crossing which 
have bloomed were heavy textured, large 
and dark. Season varies. 


C Syros X C Gregoria ‘ 
Flowering season early fall. Both seri 
had very large blooms, C Gregoria being 
very dark. 


C Yuma (C Achine X C Intertexta) 
Both parents are known for their fine 
flowers. Large, dark flowers are expected.
